THE NAVAL ESTIMATES. - 


The Far Eastern Station. 
Tho statement of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty oxplanatory—of, the’ Naval Es- 
timates for 1901-2 contains the following 
refarences to the Naval Diyision in the Far 


Enst:—The China Flect has been con- 
siderably increased during the past twalvo 
months. The Dido, Isis, and Astraea from 
the Mediterranean, the Arsthuse from the 
Pacific, the Wallaroo, Mohatch, and Lizard 
from Australia, and ‘tho Maralhon. from 
tho Eust_Indies wore all. sent to that 
Station during the disturbances fast year 
for temporary servico. Uf these, the 
Marathon has returned to hor Station, the 
Dido and Isis have been roplaced by other 
Cruisers in the Mediterranean, and will re- 
main in China; the Moharck has beon re- 
placed in Australis, snd is now returning 
home., The Glory, Argonaut, and two 
Destroyers (Otter and. Janus) have been ad- 
ded to the Fleot in Chinese waters, and the 
Ocean left Malta on Fob. 2 to join. them. 
The Robin, Rivor Gunboat, has been com- 
missioned for. sorvice in the West River, 
and the Steamer ‘Pioneer has been purchas- 
ed and will be fitted 43 a Gunboat for ser- 
yieg on the Yangtsze Kiang. 

‘A Naval Brigade participated in the 
Jnternational. advance to Peking, and on 
tho occupation of the city, returned to thoir 
ships. 

Tho Governmont of South Australia 
offered the services of tho South. Australian 
Gunboat Protector for sorvice in China 
during the disturbances of last year. The 
offer was accepted for four months, and the 
Protectar sorved in China from September 
till the end of Novernber. The Commnador- 
in-Chief roportel. that the Protector was 
moxt usoful, being an efficient and well- 
kopt man-of-war, reflecting eredit on cap- 
tain, officera and nen. The Govermponts 
of Now South Wales and Victoria cimilarly 
offored tho services of Colonial Nava! 
Brigades. consisting’ respectively of 300 
and 210 officers and men for service in 
Chinn. These offers were accepted, and 
the Brigades have been employed on shoe 
under the General, where they did good 
service, They will return home Ly the 
end of March, . -* 

Mention i also made of the fact that the 
River Gunbuat Sundpiper sank during 8 
typhoon at Hongkong in November, but 
was ‘successfully rained. One life wns lost, 

‘Amonast the vessels which figure in the 
list for Repairs and Refits to bo carried out 
in 1901-1002are the Barfleur and Centurion, 
but it docs not appear whether the work is 
to be dune at Hongkong ‘or whether. the 
ships are to returm home. 9 

With iegard to the work proceeding at 
Hongkong under the Naval Works Act it 
is stated that the Contractors haye ccan- 
menced the work of constructing the duck, 
reclaiming land, providing wharf walls and 
a basin, and erecting additional shops

Awards for Gallantry. 

The-absouce of any statutory authority 
for tho bestowing of marks of special 
recognition upon foreigners has so far, 


writes a Washington correspondent, thwar- 
ted the desire of the Navy Dopartment to 
give a formnl testimony of American ap- 
preciation of the act of tw Britis seamen, 
Edward Turnor, of His Majosty’s ship 
Centinfon, and Herbert George, of His 
Majesty's ship Orlando, in rescuing a juak- 
Toad of American and British wounded ab 
Taku on dune 22 last. The junk’ broko 
Joore from shore snd drifted ~ncrass the 
stream directly undor the fire oftheChinese, 
who hold the bank. Turner and George. 
at tho risk of their lives leaped from 
their ships and succeeded in towing 
tho boat. out of danger, although not 
before three of the ‘wounded had been 
killed by tho fre. from the shore, The ap- 
precintion of this Government has been ex- 
tended through the State Dopartment, but 
Secretary Long believes that there should 
bo more ‘substantial Peoognition, and he is 
preparing a special Bill, which is to be 
submitted to the next Congress.
